DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after 
an Office action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r 
Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 
CFR 1 .1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, 
prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on July 9, 2008 has been entered. 



ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 1 -3 and 6-1 3 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant submitted an IDS on July 9, 2008 which contained two US 

patents, Cheng et al (US Patent 5,884,324) and Kislev (US Patent 7,398,285). 

Cheng deals with message queues, but does not determine if a message 
is depended on a non-completed message. 

Kislev deals with data replication, but like Cheng , does not determine if a 
message is depended on a non-completed message. Also, Cheng reference

would not be used in the rejection since it would be used as a 102(e) rejection, 
which may have been overcome due to a common assignee. 

Thus, the IDS submitted by the Applicant, while helpful with understanding 
the overall subject matter of the instant application, does not impact the notice of 
allowance previously issued on April 9, 2008.
